mittee (EDC), characterizes the majority of Sierra 
Madre’s landlords as “very fair.” She mentions one 
(who requested anonymity) who purposely lowered 
rent after realizing what hard times the economy was 
inflicting on local business. That particular landlord 
does not currently own property on Kersting Ct., but 
pointed out that all landlords wuUd be wise to ask 
themselves whether it’s good business to hold out for 
high rents—and risk owning an empty building for 
a year. When exactly will they recoup that loss? 

Century 21 realtor Mike Lepore asks the same 
question. “I think it’s fair to say that landlords should 
examine whether lowering rents will encourage ten¬ 
ants to rent....I’m a big believer in, have it rented at 
fair market value. Get the going rate, whatever it may 
be. Cut your losses. Better that than to have a build¬ 
ing standing empty. Because even if they get the 
amount they ask for six or seven months down the 
road, it will take them years to recoup the loss. 

“I always believe that there’s supply and demand.” 

Lepore did not have specific rent figures at his dis¬ 
posal, but he guessed that some landlords are asking 
for two dollars per square foot, adding, “If so, they ’ re 
way off base. I think that the rents are high. 

“A lot of landlords base rent on their needs rather

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planes, the F-86D and the F-94C. These planes were 
advanced versions of tried and tested Korean War 
fighter planes. But they carried no guns. They car¬ 
ried only rockets. One rocket could demolish a speed¬ 
ing bomber.

Substation Closing 
This letter was sent to 
Ed Freitas, Manager of 
Postal Operations at the 
Sierra Madre Post Of¬ 
fice; the author mailed a 
copy to The News. 

Good Morning, 

It was a sad day when 
I heard of your decision 
to terminate the Contract 
Station at Abacus in Si¬ 
erra Madre. 

As a result of this de¬ 
cision we will return to 
our old methods: 1) uti¬ 
lize United Parcel for 
small packages, and 2) 


go to Arcadia for postal 
matters. 

We have nothing 
against the personnel 
facing the public at Si¬ 
erra Madre Post Office, 
but the parking and cus¬ 
tomer capacity make it 
cumbersome to conduct 
business. 

Having the Contract 
Station at Abacus is quite 
handy as in addition to 
actually mailing items 
we can comfortably 
make preparations for 
mailing such as produce 
clean copies, etc. and we 


can conduct other busi¬ 
ness along the boulevard. 

If you are really con¬ 
sidering cost-effective 
actions it would seem 
less costly to the postal 
customers to increase the 
fee for this Contract Sta¬ 
tion than to add one or 
more employees to the 
Post Office staff. 

I, for one, hope that 
you will reconsider your 
decision and will con¬ 
tinue the service of our 
Contract Station.

Pastor Barney touched on a point that has been a 
sore spot with me for many years, and that is swear¬ 
ing in the Lord’s name. Today, we so readily swear 
in this manner that we have become inured to the ex¬ 
tent that it usually goes by unnoticed. Jesus Christ! 
God damn it! For Christ’s sake! God damn you! For 
God’s sake! Actually, there are too many to list here 
but I’m sure you get the idea. 

God addresses this issue specifically. In fact, it so 
concerned Him that He dealt with the issue in the Ten 
Commandments. To take this one step further, it 
stood so high on His agenda that the only two Com¬ 
mandments that precede it are, “You shall have no 
other GchIs before Me,’’ and “You shall not make nor 
bow down to graven idols.” 

The specific Commandment is the third which 
states, “We shall not take the Lord’s name in vain 
(misuse it).” Taking the Lord’s name in vain means 
that we use it with insincerity, uselessly, or with 
empty meaning. Orthodox Jess have such an august 
reverence for the name of God that they would not 
even utter His name.

The name of God is an ineffable 
expression in hopes that men might stand in complete 
awe when meditating upon Him. If we as Christians 
had a modicum of appreciation for the Jewish ortho¬ 
dox position we might just begin to capture the rev¬ 
erence due our God. 

So next time when you are tempted to explode 
with one of these blasphemous expletives—pause, 
think, and abstain from the temptation because you 
are violating the name and character of our Holy God. 
The expression adds nothing to the essence of your 
dialogue and may in actuality detract from what 
you're saying.

Pet 

Corner 


I took my cat in for her annual vaccines and the vet 
noticed some sesame seed looking structures on her 
rear end that he called tapeworm segments. How do 
they get them and are they contagious to us? 


The most common tapeworm that dogs and cats 
become infected with is called pipyuliaium canium. 
The tapeworm segments are actually pieces of an 
adult tapeworm that live in the small intestine of 
dogs and cats. They are small packets full of eggs. 
These eggs are shed into the environment and are 
then ingested by flea larvae. The flea larvae develop 
into adults and than are ingested by dogs and cats 
during grooming. The tapeworm hatches from the 
flea and migrates through the intestinal tract and 
thus completes the life cycle. This particular 
tapeworm is not directly contagious to humans. We 
must eat an infected flea to become infected. 
Tapeworms are easily treated with medication. 
However, it is also equally important to treat the pet 
and environment for fleas.

The 
task of restoring the beauty of what once was, of 
giving something to the community to be enjoyed for 
years to come, of recreating this gesture of goodwill, 
are lessons that cannot be learned in the classroom. 

The response of people in this town, and from 
neighboring communities, has been heartwarming. 
.San Gabriel Nursery of San Gabriel, Magic Grow¬ 
ers of Pasadena, Shima Nursery of Rosemead, and 
Tyler Nurseries of South El Monte have all commit¬ 
ted to donating some of the needed plant materials. 
Marcia Black welder of Sierra Madre, Present Perfect 
Nursery of Pasadena, and Thomas Landscaping of 
Monrovia have donated roses and soil amendments 
towards restoration of the Rose Garden portion of the 
project. Marcia even volunteered some of her time

Why So Many Kersting Ct. Vacancies?

Madre with 20-minute parking when you can go to 
the mall and not be rushed? 

“And the parking tickets are $30. Are you going 
to come back if you get a ticket for $30?” He sug¬ 
gests the city take some community redevelopment 
money to create a parking area behind Kersting Ct. 
“It kills me to think that people are going elsewhere 
to shop when they could shop in Sierra Madre. 

“And if the landlords would look past the ends of 
their noses, they’d realize you can’t get Arcadia or 
Monrovia or Pasadena rents in Sierra Madre.” He 
mentioned one Kersting Ct. landlord asking for a 
dollar and a quarter per square foot. “I think the rent 
is too high on Kersting Court. How can small mer¬ 
chants make any money with such high rent? And if 
a store sits empty for a whole year, look at the rent 
[the landlord] has lost. 

“It’s hurting the rest.” 

Oden believes, “It’s all in the opinion of the en¬ 
trepreneur. I happen to think that a dollar to a dollar 
and a quarter per square foot is acceptable—as long 
as the landlords take responsibility for keeping up the 
property.” However, he acknowledges that what’s 
reasonable for one business isn’t necessarily so for 
another, different business. 

Webb-Martin compares the Kersting Ct. stretch of 
windowfronts to the intersection of Lake and Colo¬ 
rado in Pasadena. “For the right person who wants 
the exposure of all that window, they might be will¬ 
ing to pay...they’re going to get more per square foot 
because of that exposure.” She doesn’t believe that 
setting a high rent for high-exposure windowfronts 
will set a precedent for nearby businesses. “You have 
to look at whether the landlord’s going to do any 
tenant improvements” such as hot water heaters or 
air conditioning. She concedes that it is not uncom¬ 
mon for landlords to not make any, but describes 
cases where that is more appropriately the responsi¬ 
bility of the tenant. 

Irshad Ul-Haque owns commercial property on 
Baldwin Ave. He asserts, “I don’t think the rents are 
so high.” He blames the Kersting Ct. vacancies on 
“the general economic situation. In Sierra Madre, 
small businesses haven’t been able to survive. It’s 
created a vacuum. 

“You could have totally low rent and if there’s no 
market, it would make no difference. People from 
Pasadena won’t come all the way to Sierra Madre. 
That’s the number one oroblem. 

“Also, people don’t realize that the landlord also 
has to make the mortgage payment. My anchor ten¬ 
ant in the Baldwin Ave. complex, their rent has not 
increased in ten years. But my water bill has gone up, 
trash and gas—but my rents have actually gone back¬ 
wards.” 

I He adds, “I can rent out small spaces now, no

problem. But I couldn’t give them away two years 
ago. However, I’ve seen the trend changing.” He says 
that more people are willing to pay the market rate 
now, with no discount. Not only are more people 
calling to rent, now there is even a waiting list. “1993 
was very, very bad. 1994 started turning around. In 
1995, more new businesses are starting.” 

Anne Macintosh concurs that there is renewed in¬ 
terest in Sierra Madre from business owners. 
“Kersting Ct. is a prime retail location. We think 
people realize that and that those spaces will be 
filled.” 

Macintosh displays a marketing brochure promot¬ 
ing Sierra Madre. It is handsomely designed and very 
impressive. Says Macintosh, ‘Through the efforts of 
the EDC and the city, we have this new brochure, and 
we’ve contacted or have had discussions with people 
who are specialists in handling retail tenants. 

“It’s just a matter of making businesses aware of 
Sierra Madre. So we’re trying to get the word out— 
what Sierra Madre’s about and why it’s a good place 
to do business.” 

Oden explains, “All these things seem unrelated 
to vacancies, but it’s all tied up in a package. One 
problem is, there’s been no effort previous to this to 
market the city to business. He says the EDC is 
having a study session with the city council on March 
7, at which time they will present a report with short- 
and long-term proposals, addressing issues includ¬ 
ing Kersting Ct. and parking. “And we have parking 
signs already made and in the hands of the Public 
Works Dept.” 

Looking to the future of Kersting Ct., Webb-Mar¬ 
tin says, “Anything retail in there would be great. I’d 
love to see a dress shop in there. A mountaineering 
shop would be perfect, or a wine bar. 

“We’ve got to be proactive, inviting retailers to 
come here, and show them that the demographics are 
here, that there is money here. Yes, we’re off the 
beaten track, but that can be a positive.” She grows 
visibly agitated when the parking issue is raised 
(“Parking is not a problem!”) and insists that prop¬ 
erly financed and managed businesses do very well 
in Sierra Madre. 

Interested residents should attend the March 7 
study session with the EDC and city council. And, 
maybe, read Alvin Toffler’s 1980 book The Third 
Wave (supposedly on Newt Gingrich’s required read¬ 
ing list for members of Congress). Among many 
other provocative ideas, Toffler predicted that one 
wave of the future would be boutique marketing and 
shopping. Could be Sierra Madre’s riding that wave.

A free Household Hazardous Waste (HHW) 
roundup will be held in Duarte, Saturday, Feb. 25. 
The roundup will be held from 9 a.m. to 3 p.ni in a 
vacant lot on Central Ave. between Buena Vista St. 
and Myrtle Ave. 

The Los Angeles County Department of Public 
Works and the Sanitation Districts of Los Angeles 
County are sponsoring the roundup in conjunction 
with the cities of Arcadia, Baldwin Park, Bradbury, 
Covina, Duarte, El Monte, Irwindale, Monrovia. 
Sierra Madre, Temple City, and West Covina. 

HHW includes such items as used motor oil, 
cleaners with acids or lye, paint, turpentine, batter¬ 
ies, pesticides and garden herbicides. 

Duarte mayor Jim Kirchner said, “Over 90 percent 
of the waste collected is recycled.” 

In general, there is a limit of five gallons or 50 
pounds of HHW per vehicle. Residents should place 
items in a sturdy box, preferably in their original, 
labeled containers, and be prepared to leave the con¬ 
tainers. Products should not be mixed together. No 
explosives, ammunition, radioactive materials, or 
waste from businesses will be accepted.
